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REPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

This Response is filed in reply to the Restriction Requirement mailed January 14, 2009, 
wherein a Species requirement has been interposed. 

Responsive thereto, applicant elects the Species shown in Figs. 1-3, and states that the 
claims associated with those figures are claims 1-6 and 10. This election is with traverse . 

Preliminarily, the applicant does not agree that the expedient shown in Fig. 5 is associated 
with the second embodiment. It shows a ridge 56 as a compensating means. That ridge is 
workable even more closely with the first embodiment than with any of the others. 

In addition, it is respectfully submitted that, as can be discerned from the specification, at 
least the embodiments of claims 1 and 2 should be examined together, because they are closely 
related to one another and should be examined in one application. The same general remarks are 
applicable to the embodiment referred to as the third species, corresponding to Figs. 6-13. 

Early and favorable consideration of the present application is earnestly solicited. To the 
extent that the Restriction Requirement is maintained, applicant reserves the right to file a divisional 
application directed to the subject matter covered in non-elected species and claims and states that 
the action herein binds the Patent Office to the position that the expedients are not obvious variants 
of one another.
